Eastern transferred him 
to Raleigh in 1945, where in 1948 he went 
to work for radio station WRAL as an engi- 
neer. In 1951 he went into the TV repair 
business for himself and is still at it. 


Bob got his advanced class ticket in 1938 
and just this past year acquired the two- 
letter call K4MC. He likes the 80-meter CW 
nets best of all, but works all the bands 
on occasions. He and his wife, Athalea, 
have been known to slip off & do a bit of 
trailer camping. (His trailer is a whopper) 
Bob has two daughters, Athalea and Rebecca. 
The Corns live at 1619 Oberlin Road here 
in Raleigh, a spot well marked by Bob's 
tower and quad antenna.

FCC regulations specify that transmitters used by Novices must be crystal controlled. Var- 
iable frequency crystal controlled oscillators, also known as VXOs, are not considered by 
FCC as meeting the requirement. Thus, Novices should avoid using these devices currently 
on the market. 
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
